DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claim 1 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to the 
encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 4, 7-12, and 15-17 directed to the species 
of 2-7 are no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to this species depend 
from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim.

3. Claims 1-17 and 20-28 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant has included the limitation that the scrolling unit includes first and second 
spiral lens discs that include at least one cylindrical lens cell that is spirally arranged with 
a glass rod installed between the first and second spiral lens disk. This was not found in 
the prior art along with all of the other limitations of independent claim 1, except for as 
has been overcome by the timely filling of the terminal disclaimer. Accordingly claim 1 
is allowable. Claims 2-17 and 20-28 are dependent on claim 1 and are therefore also 
allowable.
